ORDINANCE NO. 223 


AN ORDINANCE FIXING THE AMOUNT 
OP MONEY NECESSARY TO BE 
RAISED BY TAXATION FOR THE 
PRESENT FISCAL YEAR 





The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the amount of money 
necessary to be raised by taxation upon 
the taxable property, within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Upland, as 
the revenue to carry on the ordinary

| (ec) The amount of money necessary 
to be raised to pay principal and in- 
‘terest on the bonded indebtedness of 
said city is hereby fixed at $18,000.00

necessary to be raised for parks, music, 
and for advertising purposes, as pro- 
vided for in and by Ordinance No. 86,
